Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be isntltled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

4. Claims 17, 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Bowen (US Patent No. 3790744). 

As to claim 17, Bowen discloses (see for example Col. 1, lines 60-66; and Fig. 6, Col. 
12, lines 60-66 ) a method of laser processing for processing a boundary area (the interface of 
the different layers) composed of materials having different light absorption coefficients, 
wherein; 

a laser beam of which wavelength has the light absorption coefficient of a second 
material being higher than the light absorption coefficient of a first material, is irradiated onto the 
boundary area. 
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As to claim 18, Bowen discloses the claimed method of laser processing for the same 
reason given in the rejection of claim 17. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Prior art of record do not teach or suggest at least the limitation "a laminated member wherein a 
first material and a second material are laminated and the first material is protruded from the 
second material, wherein; a laser beam of which wavelength has the light absorption coefficient 
of the first material being higher than the light absorption coefficient of the second material, is 
irradiated onto a boundary area between the first material and an end of the second material"
